DOGS IN WARFARE. 


The Curious Manner in Which They Are 
Educated. 

Experiments in training dogs to act 
in time of war as scouts, mesecnecrs 
and sentinels are being carried on wech 
success in most of the infantry regt 
ments garrisoned in France. The man- 
ner in which they are educated is curi- 
ous. When a dog is to act as messenger 
two men are detached from a post and 
walk about a mile, the anima! being led 
by the collar. One man remains sta- 
tionary,. while the other returns 
to his point. On being set 
loose the dog immediately sets in pur- 
suit of the latter, and finds his way to 
the post with unerring regularity. To 
insure the delivery of dispatches, a 
small bag of dark material is strapped 


25 | on the animal's neck. As asentinel the 


dog will scent a stranger at a distance 
of one hundred yards, and will com- 
mence growling, barking or evincing 
disquietude in some other manner. In 
order to accustom them to scout's duty 
the dogs are encouraged to search a 
field or a thicket in which soldiers 
wearing a foreign ‘uniform lie in am- 
bush. Assoon as the animals perceive 
the latter they retreat, running to the 
soldiers who accompany them, an- 
nouncing the presence of an enemy. 
Their instinct seldom misleads them, 
and they have been found very useful 
as a means of communicating with pa- 
trols and detachments. on outpost duty. 
In time of war they are also intended 
to search for wounded soldiers and 
loiterers, as well as to carry provisions 
and ammunition to outposts.

BUYING THEATER TICKETS. 


Brokers Who Make a Business Supplying 
Them to the Patrons. 

Vou have no idea,” said a down- 
town man to a Chicago Tribune repre- 
sent tive, “how many theater-goers 
nevor go near a box office to buy 
ti kets. There was a time when every 
man bought his own ticket. But of late 
years press of business has broken up 
the long line which used to stretch from 
the window of the ticket-seller clear 
across the street. Now there are men 
who furnish tickets to the best paying 
theater-goers of the city. I know one 
man who has an office down-town who 
sells between three hundred dollars 
and five hundred dollars worth of tick- 
ets every day, and when there is an 
opera season or an extra attraction his 
receipts are larger. Of course he has 
the sanction of the leading houses, 
which furnish him so many seats a day. 
He knows his customers and they are 
people who want the best there is in 
the house. He makes selections him- 
self, and his patrons never complain. 
He knows the coming attractions, of 
course, in advance of the average go- 
er, and notifies his patrons of the dates 
of the same, asking how many tickets 
will be tvanted, and for what nights. 
When he receives answem, if they are 
favorabley»he selects the seats and 
sends thé tickets by mail. The tran- 
saction is strictly commercial. At the 
end of thirty days he sends his bill for 
tickets furnished and gets his remit- 
tance promptly. The people who pat- 
ronize him pay more for their seats 
than they would at the box office. but 
they are willing to pay extra for the 
comfort of being served. This extra is 
the compensation of the broker. It has 
become athriving business with hie ”

Mr. Fulton said 
he had sent a long list of lands for 
sale, and if they caunot trade with one 


man they may with another. 

It was the general seniiment of all 
present that the State Board of Trade 
had accomplished much, and that an 


_| organized effort should be made to 


have renewed interest manitested Ly 
the citizens of Negada generally and 
that everyone should devote himself 
to the t of getting up a rousing an- 
nual meeting on the second Saturday 
in January. 

— citizen of the State should 
certainly take interest enough in bis 
wellare to attend and leod bis good 
counsel in the matter ol State devel- 
Opy-ent, and it is tobe hoped that the 
buriness men and farmers-generally 
will devote a few hours once a year 
t the discussion of matters of such 
vital importance. 

Mr. Fulton said that during his 
visit East he had interviews with many 
business men, capitalists and n - 
per men and found a great improv 
ment in the sentiment of the country 
towards Nevada. 

A letter from Mr. Williams of Tenn- 
essee says: ‘Yesterday was warm 
and we were comfortable in our shirt 
sleeves al! va This morning we 
have four inches of snow over west 
Tennessee’s beautiſul green hills end 
the merenry nine degrees above. I 
want to give you some figures which 
show why we are leaving Tennessee. 
Weakeley county will average about 
250 pounds seed cotton per acre; 
should average 1,000. Cotton is worth 
$1 50 to $2 25; should be worth 3 to 
$3 50. Corn will average 20 bushels, 
with none to spare ; should average 40 
bushels. By referring to the Louis- 
ville Courier Journal of November 
16th, you will find alittle news item 
which says there were sold at Bowling 
Green and Ellesberg, two little Ken- 
tucky towns, in the last three months, 
13,000 worth of tickets to points in 

xas. Those are two small moun- 
tain towns fiftv or sixty miles from 
here. Texas is not half as good a 
place for the ordinary Eastern farmer 
as Nevada, as 1 have investigated 
both places. 


RUSTLERS AT THE NORTH. 


What Our Neighbors in Lassen 
County are Doing’ to Help Baild 
Up the Coentry. 

The Union Land and Stock Com- 
pany, a Sacramento concern, are en- 
gaged in reclaiming the barren 
wastes of Madeline Plains. They com- 
menced the construction of a dam in 
Squaw Valley (Red Rock creek) two 
years ago and carried it to a height of 
thirty feet last fall. They now pro- 
pose to build it to a beight of seventy 


feet. At that height it will back the 
water up to an average depth of forty- 
five feet and cover about 640 acres. 
This is known as dam No.1. They 
have just completed a dam four miles 
south of dam No.1. It has a retain- 
ing wall thirty-five wide at the bot- 
tom and is built. to a height of ten 
feet ; from this on it was run up fifteen 
feet higher, tapering to six feet on 
top. The system includes three dams 
—tbe third will make a reservoir that 
covers 500 acres to a depth of thirty 
feet. The two reservoirs will faruish 
water sufficient to irrizate 50,000 acres 
fof as ne land as ever the sun shone 
on. From reservoir No. 2 a canal we} 
already been constructed, nine feet 
wia on the bottom and sixteen feet 
on top, around the canyon tothe val- 
‘below, and the Plains of Madeline 
will blossom into one of the most 
ising sections in the near futere. 
is system was surveyed by the well- 
known surveyor Wm. Meekle, and 
the work of constraction has been 
uoder the experienced supervision of 
F. W. Dunn. Mr. Dann is entitled 
to great credit for undauntable energy 
he has displayed in the work, and he 
“ill soon be rewarded for his labors.

A NEW DEVICE. 


4 Drin Mess Invention in 
Telegraphy. 

A new telegraph machine is an- 
nounced as the invention of Herr 
Jaite, Director of Telegraphs in Ber- 
lin. Two electro-magnets, one worked 
by a positive, and the other by a neg- 
ative current, set in motion a per- 
forator which punches holes in a tape. 
These holes are not mere dots and 
dashes, as in the Morse system, but 
are arranged in such a manner that, 
on joining them with lines, letters of 
the Roman alphabet are formed. It 
is stated that the machine can be 
worked with extraordinary ease, and 
that, at a recent trial between the 
Berlin and Hamburg Stock Ex- 
changes, which is a distance of nearly 
200 miles, from 65 to 85 messages an 
hour, or 25 to 30 words a minute, were 
sent.
